The Project proposes to demolish the existing commercial building, surface parking and related infrastructure, and to redevelop the
site with an apartment building. The Project would include 146 multi-family dwelling units for a density of 98.7 dwelling units per
acre (du/ac). The Project would also develop a parking garage beneath the proposed building. The Project would also include
approximately 22,948 SF of common amenity space that includes a 12,214 SF roof deck and 10,733 SF pool plaza. The proposed
building would have a maximum height of 55 feet above grade. The Project would require a Specific Plan Amendment to increase
the maximum building height in the SP45/TC-H zone to four stories (maximum height limit of 55 feet would not change).
